Angry cabbies want action 
on insurance premiums

Local cab drivers are fed up 
with paying large 
insurance premiums and 
are willing to take action. 
About 200 angry cab driv¬ 
ers gathered at Maharaja 
Banquet Hall yesterday to 
discuss what to do about 
soaring insurance 
premiums. 

“They’re charging us 
about $140 for insurance 
eveiy week,” said Balraj 
Manhas, president of the 
United Cabbies Association 
of Edmonton. “Even if 
someone’s been driving for 
30 or 40 years, it’s the same 
payment amount for every¬ 
body.” 

Manhas said the Edmon¬ 
ton Taxi Service Group — 
which runs Yellow Cab, Bar¬ 
rel Taxi, and Prestige Cabs 
— charges a driver $8,000 
for any at-fault accident 
that’s happened in the last 
three years. 

The group of cab drivers 
voted unanimously to pur¬ 
sue a lawsuit against the 
Edmonton Taxi Service 
Group as well as unify all

the cab companies in Ed¬ 
monton and ask city coun¬ 
cil to form a city-run cen¬ 
tral dispatch. 

“We are united in this 
cause, that’s clear,” Manhas 
said to the group of cab 
drivers. “We will go ahead 
with this.” 

Mohamed Hersi has 
been driving a cab in Ed¬ 
monton for a decade, he 
said he supports a central 
dispatch, but thinks it’s a 
long-term fix. 

“We need something to 
help us right away,” Hersi 
said. “That is a veiy good 
idea, but it takes time.” 

The United Cabbies Asso¬ 
ciation of Edmonton will 
meet with city officials on 
Wednesday to discuss the 
idea.

In order to live, Edmonton 
resident Kent Pankow 
needs a combination of 
chemotherapy daily and 
Avastin treatments bi¬ 
weekly. 

Living with brain cancer 
has been an extraordinari¬ 
ly difficult ordeal for him 
and his wife, Deborah Hur- 
ford. What’s made matters 
even more trying is that 
while others in Alberta re¬ 
ceive cancer treatment for 
free, Pankow pays approxi¬ 
mately $10,000 a month. 

“I don’t know anybody 
who could afford it,” said 
Pankow, who was first di¬ 
agnosed in January 2000 
after having a seizure. 

Avastin is a drug that 
starves tumours. It has 
been approved in Canada 
for breast, colon and lung 
cancers, but not brain can¬ 
cer. 

“It’s a common treat¬ 
ment in the United States,” 
Pankow said. 

At the hospital, Pankow 
sits beside colon cancer pa¬ 
tients who don’t pay for 
their treatments. 

“I joke with the nurses 
and they’re shocked when 
they hear that I have to 
pay,” he said. 

One of Pankow’s surger¬ 
ies can cost from $76,000 
to $84,000. 

“Kent’s not the only one 


in this situation,” said Hur- 
ford. 

“We strongly believe 
that the Alberta health¬ 
care system should take 
care of all its patients, even 
ones with cancer.” 

For now, Pankow is still 
paying, and his family has 
launched a human-rights 


complaint against the gov¬ 
ernment. He tries to live as 
healthily as possible, 
though the chemotherapy 
makes him tired. 

A fundraising dinner for 
Pankow will be held on 
Wednesday from 5:30 to 
8:30 p.m. at the Origin In¬ 
dia Restaurant.

Court rejects death row appeal 

A three-member panel of the 9 th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals has rejected a chal¬ 
lenge by a Canadian on death row in Montana who sought to have his sentence 
changed due to ineffective counsel. Ronald A. Smith, a Canadian citizen, was 24 in 
1982 when he and two buddies from Red Deer, Alta., were hitchhiking through 
Montana. They robbed two men who offered them a ride, and Smith shot both 
men in the head along U.S. Highway 2 near Marias Pass. the Canadian press 


Key role for CSIS in Taliban questioning: Report 


“We're not talking the normal police 
interview, we’re talking interrogations, 
which (censored) were doing, not 
(military police).”

Officers of the Canadian 
Security Intelligence Serv¬ 
ice have played a crucial 
and long-standing role as 
interrogators of a vast 
swath of captured Taliban 
fighters, The Canadian 
Press has learned. 

The spies began working 
side-by-side with a unit of 
military police intelligence 
officers as the Afghan war 
spiralled out of control in 
2006, according to heavily 


censored witness tran¬ 
scripts filed with the Mili¬ 
tary Police Complaints 
Commission. 

The spy agency’s previ¬ 
ously unknown role adds a 
new dimension to the con¬ 


troversy about the han¬ 
dling and possible torture 
of prisoners by Afghan se¬ 
curity forces. 

It also raises more ques¬ 
tions about early years in 
Kandahar when the Cana¬ 


dian militaiy found itself 
mired in a guerrilla war it 
had not expected to fight. 

Maj. Kevin Rowcliffe, for¬ 
mer staff adviser to Cana¬ 
da’s overseas operations 
commander, told investi¬ 
gators there were ques¬ 
tions about how much ex¬ 
perience the officers had 
in grilling prisoners. 

“There was a lot of dis¬ 
cussion in my headquar¬ 
ters about who was quali¬ 


fied to do interrogations, 
because we’re not talking 
the normal police inter¬ 
view, we’re talking interro¬ 
gations, which (censored) 
were doing, not (military 
police),” says an edited 
transcript of the Dec. 6, 
2007, interview. 

Military police “were in¬ 
volved in that, but they 
weren’t necessarily in¬ 
volved in interviewing or 
interrogation related is¬ 


sues; that would be (cen¬ 
sored) or some other pa¬ 
rade that had special train¬ 
ing in interrogation.” 

Sources familiar with 
the unedited version say 
the blanlced-out references 
are to CSIS. 

Defence Minister Peter 
MacKay acknowledged the 
military has “relied heavily 
on other departments, in¬ 
cluding CSIS.”

Air India perjury 
trial to start today 

terrorism Twenty-five 
years after Air India Flight 
182 fell from the sky off the 
coast of Ireland, the legal 
saga stemming from Cana¬ 
da’s worst mass murder 
continues this week as a 
key witness in the trial of 
two men acquitted in the 
bombing is tried for 
perjury. 

Inderjit Singh Reyat is 
charged with lying in 2003 
during the trial of 
Ripudaman Singh Malik 
and Ajaib Singh Bagri. Ma¬ 
lik and Bagri were 
acquitted of all charges con¬ 
nected with the 1985 
bombing of the Air India 
plane and an explosion at a 
Tokyo airport. 

Reyat was called as a 
Crown witness at the trial, 
but the indictment for his 
perjury charge lists 27 
instances in which he is al¬ 
leged to have lied under 
oath, mostly dealing with 
his insistence that he didn’t 
remember details of the 
bombing plot or the name 
of one of the men involved. 

Reyat was charged with 
perjury in February 2006, 
nearly a year after the 
acquittals, the Canadian press

U.S. tops up funds to make 
embassy barricades less ugly 


Ottawa The United States is 
kicking in half a million 
dollars towards beautifying 
the ugly barricades around 
its embassy in Ottawa. 

The large cement blocks 
cut off a lane of traffic on a 
stretch of Sussex Drive in 
the capital’s Byward Mar¬ 
ket neighbourhood. 

They have been a bone 
of contention for local 
businesses since they were 
put in place as an added se¬ 
curity measure following 


the Sept. 11, 2001, terror 
attacks on New York and 
Washington. 

The barricades will be re¬ 
placed with “visually pleas¬ 
ing” bollards that will still 
keep cars from approaching 
the gleaming fortress-like 
compound that sits in the 
heart of Ottawa’s tourist dis¬ 
trict. The total cost of the 
project, which will include a 
new four-block bike path on 
Sussex, is just more than $3

Nothing but excuses 



t’s been 20 months to 
the day since the 
provincial government 
pledged $2 billion in 
“Green TRIP” funding 
for transit, but the pro¬ 
gram still hasn’t produced 
much of anything except 
excuses. 

Announced in July 2008, 
just before the record peak 
in oil prices, Green TRIP 
was created when the 
province seemed to have 
more money than it could 
possibly spend. By the time 
that money needed to be 
committed in the formal 
budget process, however, 
oil prices — and govern¬ 
ment revenue projections 
— had tanked. 

The easy way out was 


portraying transit funding 
as a victim of hard eco¬ 
nomic times, an excuse 
that’s easier to believe if 
you don’t know about the 
$7.8 billion

and NAIT. The province 
hasn’t produced so much 
as an application form. 

There’s also a push at 
council to see the LRT com¬ 


pletion schedule pushed 
up to 2017. The province, 
on the other hand, wants 
to stretch the $2 billion 
out until at least — wait 
for it —2017. 

Ultimately, the problem 
is that the provincial gov¬ 
ernment holds the purse 
strings and can do whatev¬ 
er it pleases — like favour¬ 
ing suburbs and opening 
up the public pot of money 
to private proposals. With 
official decision criteria yet 
to be released, it is free to 
criticize proposals indis¬ 
criminately. 

Of course, the province 
will eventually wear out 
this excuse and have to 
move on to another one. 

But the longer this drags 
on, the more people will 
realize what the provincial 
government would be wise 
to admit: It just doesn’t 
care that much about tran¬ 
sit.

Hundreds killed in weekend of religious violence 


Rioters armed with 
machetes slaughtered 
more than 200 people 
over the weekend as reli¬ 
gious violence flared 
anew between Christians 
and Muslims in central 
Nigeria, witnesses said. 
Hundreds of people fled 
their homes, fearing 
reprisal attacks. 

The bodies of the dead — 
including many women 
and children — lined dusty 
streets in three mostly 
Christian villages south of 
the regional capital of Jos, 
local journalists and a civil 
rights group said. They said 
at least 200 bodies had been 
counted by yesterday after¬ 
noon. 

Torched homes smoul¬

A spokesman for Plateau 
state where Jos is located, 
Gregory Yenlong, said po¬ 
lice were seeking to arrest 
Saleh Bayari, the regional 
leader of the Fulanis, be¬ 
cause Bayari’s comments in¬ 
cited the attack. He offered 
no other details. 

Jos has been under a 
duslc-til-dawn curfew en¬ 
forced by the military since 
religious-based violence in 
January left more than 300 
people dead — most of 
them Muslims.

Baghdad Iraqis defied in¬ 
surgents who lobbed hand 
grenades at voters and 
bombed a polling station 
yesterday in an attempt to 
intimidate those taking part 
in elections that will deter¬ 
mine whether their country 
can overcome deep sectari¬ 
an divides as U.S. forces pre¬ 
pare to leave. 

The conclusion of the 
vote, however, did not spell 
an immediate end to politi¬ 
cal uncertainty. 

It could be days until re¬ 
sults come in and with the 
fractured nature of Iraqi 
politics, it could take 
months to form a govern¬ 
ment. 

Sunnis and Shiites 
seemed united in one way 
yesterday — defiance in the 
face of violence. Many came 
out of polling booths wav¬ 
ing fingers dipped in purple 
ink in a now-iconic image 
synonymous with Iraq’s 
democracy. In one Baghdad 
neighbourhood, relatives 
who had just lost a family 
member in a bombing 
walked down to the polling 
booth to vote. 


Still the violence that 
shook Baghdad served as a 
reminder of the insur¬ 
gency’s persistence and 
adaptability. 

Insurgents used mostly 
rockets, mortars and explo¬ 
sive-filled plastic bottles 
hidden under trash to ter¬ 


rorize voters on their way to 
the polls. With those tac¬ 
tics, they managed to get 
around a vehicle ban in 
place across the capital for 
most of the day and killed 
36 people, almost all of 
them in Baghdad.

China warns 
Hong Kong 
activists 


China has warned that a 
plan by pro-democracy ac¬ 
tivists in Hong Kong to 
use a special election as a 
de facto referendum on 
reform is a threat to 
stability in the former 
British colony. 

While Hong Kong re¬ 
turned to Chinese rule in 
1997, it maintains a sepa¬ 
rate political system and 
enjoys Western-style civil 
liberties typically denied 
on the mainland. But Bei¬ 
jing has continued to deny 
full democracy. Hong 
Kong’s leader is chosen by 
an 800-member committee 
stacked with pro-China fig¬ 
ures and its legislature is 
half-elected, half-picked by 
special interest groups. 

Pro-democracy activists 
have argued for years that 
the wealthy financial hub 
of seven-million people is 
mature enough to choose 
its own leaders. 

In their latest campaign, 
five opposition legislators 
— one from each of Hong 
Kong’s five major electoral 


districts — resigned in Jan- 
uaiy, triggering a special 
election. Opposition par¬ 
ties plan to field candidates 
in the byelection, hoping 
to turn the territory-wide 
contests into a de facto ref¬ 
erendum on democratic re¬ 
form. 

“This is a total violation 
of mainstream public opin¬ 
ion that wants stability, 
harmony and develop¬ 
ment,” Peng Qinghua, the 
head of China’s liaison of¬ 
fice in Hong Kong, said 
when he met with Hong 
Kong delegates on the side¬ 
lines of the annual meeting 
of China’s parliament in 
Beijing on Saturday. 

In a more veiled criti¬ 
cism, speaking to the Hong 
Kong delegates yesterday, 
Chinese Vice-President Xi 
Jinping urged locals to 
“promote the gradual de¬ 
velopment of Hong Kong’s 
political system together 
by communicating ration¬ 
ally and discussing the mat¬ 
ter with a practical mind¬ 
set.”

U.S. company looking to harness people power

Experts preach caution on fossil find

DNA extracted from a rare 
and ancient polar bear fos¬ 
sil has become a mine of 
information concerning 
the evolution of the 
species. 

Discovered in Norway in 
2004, the fossil suggests 
that the polar evolved re¬ 
cently and adapted at a 
rapid rate to climatic 
change. Metro spoke to 
two of the scientists in¬ 
volved in the fossil studies, 
Stephan Schuster and 
Charlotte Lindqvist, to find 
out more about the past 
and the future of the Arc¬ 
tic’s top predator. 

The fossil shows that po¬ 
lar bears survived an inter¬ 
glacial period warmer than 
the current. However, “The 
fossil is a single find,” 
stresses Schuster. “We can¬ 
not base the entire viabili¬ 
ty of a species on it.” 

In that period of warm- 


n Over the years, 
polar bears 
have adapted

They now have 
a layer of fat of 11 cm thick 
that keeps bear warm, espe¬ 
cially when swimming and 
hunting 

ing, there were still areas 
polar bears could live in, 
notably where the fossil 
was discovered, Svalbard 
in the archipelagos island 
of Norway. 

The sediment on the fos¬ 
sil shows that the climate, 
therefore flora and fauna 
at the time were similar to 
today. 

“This does not mean that 
we will have polar bears 
roaming around tropical 
forests,” says Lindqvist, 
“They survived because 
they had a suitable habitat 
that was overall still rela¬ 
tively cold.” 

The discovery of the fos¬ 
sil led many to jump to the 
conclusion that polar bears 


would not be affected 

“People need to under¬ 
stand how mosaic climate 
is. It is unlikely global 
warming will lead to polar 
bears becoming extinct, 
but their numbers could 
dramatically go down. The 
crucial limiting factor is 
the loss of habitat,” ex¬ 
plains Schuster. 

“We cannot speak in the 
future. Global warming is 
happening at an accelerat¬ 
ed pace and we have no 
idea how it will evolve. If 
things stay the way they 
are, polar bears will rapid¬ 
ly lose habitat, and that, 
along with pollution, is 
their biggest threat” says 
Lindqvist. 

And according to 
Lindqvist, “global warming 
is causing the arctic ice to 
melt, meaning that the re¬ 
gions where polar bears 
hunt are constantly going 
away. Yes, polar bears 
could evolve, but this is 
not something that hap¬ 
pens overnight.”

Ever get caught in a 
revolving door? Or swat¬ 
ted in the backside as the 
door speeds up just as 
you’re slowing down? 
These things are powerful. 

Fluxxlab — a pioneering 
partnership between Co¬ 
lumbia University master’s 
degree holders Carmen 
Trudell and Jennifer 
Broutin — is trying to har¬ 
ness that power. Their 
flagship product, the Revo¬ 
lution Door, generates 
electricity as office work¬ 
ers pour through it each 
day. 

“Jenny and I were in a 
class called Responsive Ki¬ 
netic Architecture,” 

Trudell recalls. “People 
were trying to design new 
windows, floors and walls 
to perform at a higher lev¬ 
el of energy efficiency. We 
decided to find an existing 
condition inside of a build¬ 
ing to be used to produce a 
small amount of electrici¬ 
ty.” 

Generators spin. So the 
women went looking for 
anything in a typical office 
building that goes around 
in circles all day long. 
They found it — right at 
the entrance. 

“ Fluxxlab’s work has 
been focused on local ener¬ 
gy harvesting — primarily 
from people,” says Trudell. 
“People move, and make 
kinetic energy. We figure 
out ways to convert that in¬ 
to power.” 

The door is still in devel¬ 
opment. The main proto¬ 
type currently generates 
enough juice to power 16

compact fluorescent light 
bulbs for ten hours. But 
creating electricity isn’t 
the only point. 

“The output from the 
Revolution Door is relative¬ 
ly small, but it’s great for 
educational purposes. It 
makes people aware that 
the food that we put in our 
mouths and the fat that’s 
stored in our bodies are all 
part of the same energy cy¬ 
cle as the sun, the grass 
and coal-burning power 
plants.” 

And while the door has¬ 
n’t yet been installed in 
any actual office buildings, 
the idea is certainly gener¬ 


ating interest. 

“Getting clients has not 
been the problem,” Trudell 
smiles. “Vornado, a huge 
real-estate developer in 
New York, is interested, 
and even Mayor Michael 
Bloomberg has contacted 
us about possibly helping 
with his plan to green City 
Hall.” 

Fluxxlab has also devel¬ 
oped the Personal Power 
Plant, a hand-cranlced gen¬ 
erator for recharging iPods 
and cell phones. 

“We’ve had people write 
to us and say they’ve at¬ 
tached their Personal Pow¬ 
er Plants to their bicycles 
to use as a dynamo. 
They’re taking our circuit 
and modifying it, which is 
really exciting. We hope 
our projects will go on and 
have lives more exciting 
than we originally envi¬ 
sioned.”

Paper money going plastic 

Bank of Canada eyes bills printed on polymer but won't name its supplier

The Bank of Canada says it 
wants to start making 
plastic money because 
plastic bills last longer and 
are cleaner than paper 
notes. 

But while the bank won’t 
say who its supplier is go¬ 
ing to be, an Australian 
firm that is a world leader 
in plastic notes is undergo¬ 
ing a probe for paying kick- 
backs to obtain contracts. 


Securency International 
Pty Ltd. — a company half- 
owned by the Reserve 
Bank of Australia — side¬ 
lined two top executives 
last May and brought in 
KPMG to conduct a probe 
of its operations using 
agents to sell its products 
to foreign governments. 

Agents in Vietnam and 
Nigeria have been accused 
of taking kickbacks to ob¬ 


tain contracts. If true, that 
would be an offence under 
Australian law. 

Julie Girard, a spokes¬ 
woman for the Bank of 
Canada, said the bank 


can’t comment on who 
will supply its bills because 
contractual details are still 
being ironed out. 

But she said the bank 
hopes to issue plastic 


notes, which have been 
used in Australia since the 
1980s, in about 18 months. 

They don’t absorb grime 
the way paper notes do 
and they last two to three 
times longer, she said. 

Five- and ten-dollar bills 
currently last one to two 
years; twenties last two to 
four years and $100 bills go 
for seven to nine years.

Kim Campbell’s 
journey to the 
political top 

leadership Kim Campbell 
made histoiy as the first fe¬ 
male prime minister in the 
histoiy of Canada. Here’s 
what she says about what 
she says about being power¬ 
ful and being a woman in 
today’s world 

“In high school I was 
elected the first female 
president of the student 
council, which made me re¬ 
alize that I could be in¬ 
volved in politics in other 
ways. Local government is a 
great way of cutting your 
teeth in politics: You know 
your constituents and your 
decisions have an immedi¬ 
ate impact. People yell at 
you, but you don’t need 
thick skin; you just need 
perspective. 

“After several years of lo¬ 
cal politics in British Colum¬ 
bia, I became Canada’s first 
female minister of justice 
and minister of defence. 

(Soon) I was running for the 
leadership of my party (the 
old Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive Party), it was high- 
stalces poker. Political re¬ 
porters are some of the 
most conservative people 
I’ve met. I had two things 
against me: I wasn’t from a 
big city, and I was a woman. 

They treated me like, ‘We 
didn’t make you. Where did 
you come from?’ 

“Female leaders are still 
seen as an anomaly. But 
we’re often excellent lead¬ 
ers, so I tell young women 
to go for it. There are sacri¬ 
fices and compromises in 
politics, but they are in any 
job, whether you’re a man 
or a woman. And having a 
profession to return to

INGREDIENTS: 

200 g egg noodles 

2 tsp toasted sesame oil 

3 tbsp canola oil 

small bunch of scallions, 
chopped

halved, seeded and sliced 
250 g package stir-fry veg¬ 
etables 

11/4 cups chicken stock 
150 g button mushrooms, 
sliced 

150 g fresh bean sprouts 

2 tbsp soy sauce 

300 g cooked, peeled jum¬ 
bo shrimp 

3 eggs, beaten 

METHOD: 

1. Soak or cook noodles ac¬ 
cording to package 
instructions. Drain, then 
toss with sesame oil and 
set aside. 

2. Heat wok or large pot 


with 4 tsp vegetable oil 
and stir-fry scallions, gar¬ 
lic, chili pepper and pack¬ 
aged vegetables 3 minutes. 
Stir in stock and boil. Add 
mushrooms and bean 
sprouts. Cook 2-3 minutes. 

3. Stir in soy sauce; add 
shrimp and cook 1-2 min¬ 
utes if fresh, 3 minutes if 
frozen. Toss in noodles 
and reheat thoroughly. 

4. Heat remaining oil in 
small pan. Season eggs 
and pour into pan. Fry, 
gently stirring to scramble 
eggs slightly, until lightly 
set into large, soft curds. 
Mix into noodles and 
serve immediately.
